Straw Paper Industry 

As a result of successful experi 
ments in the making of paper and 
paper products from waste straw in 
Alberta, which have been conducted 
under the auspices of the provincia! 
governemnt, the government is nov 
making an effort to interest capita!

or plants in the province, 

The government expresses confi- 
dence in the success of such an en 
terprise, and states that the results 
of the experiment made have beer 
of the greatest importance not only 
to the farmers but to the general in- 
dustrial development of the province 

A special report on the experi- 
ments has been made by Trade Com- 
missioner Stutchbury, to Premier 
Greenfield, 

Investigations were made into all 
known experimental for 
the manufacture of pulp from straw, 
and finally about two years ago the 
Government made arrangements for 
laboratory tests of the Bache-Wiig 
process in the Pulp and Paper Di- 
vision of the Forest Products Labor- 
ities, Montreal, under the joint su- 
+pervision of Mr, E, Parke Cameron 
the superintendant of the Division, 
‘and Mr. John Bache-Wiig, who was 
co-inventor with his father in the 
process.

IMPROVING LABOR CONDITIONS 


Since the first International Labor 
Conference 
in 1919, 


was held in Washington 


six different draft conven- 


tions agreed upon at that confer- 
ence have been ratified by most of 
the countries participating. Many 


of the members of the League of Na- 
tions have also ratified three of the 
draft conventions agreed upon at the 
second conference and seven of the 
conventions of the third 


session. 
All of these conventions afford a 
basis of measuring the humanistic 


trend of popular sentiment through- 
out the world since the signing of 
the Peace Treaty of Versailles. 
There has been, indeed, a distinct 
world-wide movement toward legis- 
lation designed to protect the labor- 
ing man, most of which may justifi- 
ably be said to be good inasmuch as 
it has been designed not to injure 
the employer while aiding the em 


J exmveoded 


ployee. That there might have been 
a swing of sentiment sufficient to 
{have biased legislation in favor of 
labor is not inconceivable, as em- 
ployment since the World War has 
een’ decidedly difficult. England 
had 1,500,000 unemployed at one 
time. And the number out of work 
and consequently out of temporary 
funds on the continent of Europe 
was in every way comparable. The 
industrial slump, as a matter of 
fact, began in the Orient in 1920 
and from there seemed to spread 
gradually all over the world. The 
United States did not by any means 
escape its depressing influence, The 
distress in its wake was sufficient to 
warrant a radical trend in labor le- 
wislation. That such was avoided is 
probably due in no small measure to 
the stabilizing influence of the In- 
ternational Labor Conference. 

The designing of draft conven- 
tions to meet a world-wide situation 
is much more sobering than if le- 
gislation had been attempted by one 


nation to meet its own individual 
problems. It has been noticed, 
therefore, that the international 


movement has aimed pretty general- 
ly at two main results: (1) To 
effect uniform wages and uniform 
labor conditions in all countries; (2) 
to effect a world-wide regulation of 
labor so that an end would be put to 
seasonable employments. If the 
former aim could be attained, the 
manifest results would be to check 
the unhealthy and abnormal migra- 
tions throughout the world and to 
equalize industrial activities as bet- 
ween nations, making a nation’s 
wealth dependent upon its natural 
resources and its volume of labor, 
and if the latter were brought to 
sass there would result a more econ 
omical employment of labor, which 
would mean that the world would 
put an end to its waste of labor. 

It is quite commonly recognized 
by economists that this labor pro- 
gram is a fair one; hence there is a 
general tendency among them to 
support it for purely economic rea- 
sons. That such is the case is in- 
dicative of the fact that humanitar- 
ian intentions can go hand in hand 
with cappitalistic profit. It is pos- 
sible to do the right thing by labor 
and benefit a country at the same 
time. If that were not the case the 
draft conventions mentioned above 
would not have been so soon ratified.
